Yinſquet barreis, and harh abour 150 Men at 
wor% molt of taem P.oteſtanrs ; and for that March is 
want o, and.che Ven do norreadi'y learn to uſe a Match- 
lo-k. they have ali rhe Smiths in Dub/m at work that can 
wake Fire 10-ks, and have gone a great way therein: They 
hve bar few Pik:s, but think their Scyths will (apply chat 
wane They have atiemored oo make Salrperre and Gunpow- 
der at Limorich : bur "ris (ileve Powder made there is fo 
weak, ir is uſetes; hr for this they depend wholly upon 
the Freych Thcy are well ſupplied with Lead, not having 
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hitherto medled with chat which covers the Churches, and 
Weights, and rhe like. To provide Iron, they have ſer the 
Iron-works in Wck'or,and thoſe that belong ro Sir Hf 1:d- 
dington and others in Connaught, a going. And for providing 
their Men with Cloathing aud Feeding they have made Stores 
of the Goods of Abſenrees ; burthe Accoinr which is given 
to the King of theſe Goods, is not repured the hundredth 
of what was ſcized from the Proreftants, In Dublin and o- 
ther places they have made Stores of Hay, and Oars, and the 
like ; they diſtribute to every Trooper about 20 pound 
thereof daily ; they uſe all means to have Frizes, Hurs 
Clorhs, Shirts, Flasks. Bioners, Shoes, Ec. made for the uſe 
of the Army : Two Proteſtant Hzrrers in Dublin are to fur- 
niſh for their own ſhare 4ovo Hars. This is the Work of 
the Lords of rhe Treaſury, which rhey fo cloſely apply, that 
they mind lirtle elſe, Several Regiments, or Detachments 
of them, go daily to Dublin to be Cloathed ;” and 'cis belie- 
ved Dublin wil be abje to cloath and fred the whole Army 
for the next Campaign. For Carriapes, they cur down all 
the Aſhes which are to be found, fo thar all the Ergl;ſh Im- 
provements, and the delicare fine Seats abour Dublin, and © 
Groves, are fdeftroy'd; and are about to make a new ſort of 
Carr, which will carry about 6 or 700 weight more than the 
former Carriages they uſed. Fuel is very ſcarce about Dublin, 
moſt of the Hedges being cur down, and rhe Poſts and Rails 
in the City deftroyed. Wood is at 3 /. a Cord. Many watte 
Houfes are pull'd down, and all Floors and Pieces taken up. 
Wheat is about 108. a Strike Batley at 6 s. and Maſlin at 9 y. 
Bur this (cems nor ſo much a ſcarcity, as from the Braſs= 
money , wanr of Carriage, Cirizens earneftneſs to lay in 
ſtores, the deepneſs of Way, and ſhorrne(s of days, and the 
great abundance of Grain they have ſowed, moſt think- 
ing that the beſt way of diſpoſing , and thoſe that hare ir, 
defire not to part with it more than of neceſſity they muft, 
The Braſs money, notwithitanding all the endeavours they 
could nſe, is fallen in irs value, occafl-:-21 by ſome of their 
own Party going for Scotland or France, or that intended to , 
hoard the Silver and Go!d rhey got in exchange ; fo thar a 
Guinea was ſold for 49 or 50s. Bur this is prohibited by 
Pioclamation Commilitoners are appointed ro view all Hay- 
yards, and Grainin Farmers hands, who are to bring ir into 
Stores, and Rates appointed. and none to be left, bur -as 
much as is neceflary for (ubifFance for Bread. Several per. 
ſons are at conlicerable expence ro procure Protection ta 
keep their Hay ; but now all is ſeized, and the Ld. P:imate 
Boyle nor permirred fo much as ro keep two Blind Horſes 
which are all they hare lefe him : And ir canner be believed 
they will hare Forrage to ſerve them to the end of March. 
Buet, Murron, Burter, and all Provifions are exceeding dear, 
and mutt become dearer ; for thar nc Farmer hath any day 
left, and all the Graſs hath been deſtroyed by the Creatz,and 
ir will be late in the year before Catre] will be fir ro be kiled, 
Vulcitudes of their Horſes are dead, and more like to dye ; 
for that the Farmers have purpoſely wroughr them very low, 
thereby to preſerve chem from the Dragoons: So rhat they 
will not be.able to recover. Two Gabbards were fent from 
Dublin to Dundalk with Hay. Monfiur Bojſ{24u, Major- Genes 
ral, hath ſeized, upon the value of Proteſtants Goods, ups. ' 
wards of 5000e {, and ſenr them for France.

ctr then Clergy dayly inventing falſe News, and then 
14ke 4 jeit thereof, Whiteſt Major-General Mackcarry Was 
« Puſoner ar Enzhilng they had conſtant inteiligence 
3 woar paſſ.-d in our Army; and to this it was that 
ie Papsſts recovered Shgo: Bur hnce his eſcape they are 
ot 12 well informed. Major Booth at Derry endeavours the 
ike Praftices ; and 'ris reported, That he fourd a means 
for the eſcape of ewo of the Lord Ga'moy s Regiment, then his 
fellow Priſoners in Derry, and ſent ail the Intelligence he 
could with them ; They came to K Fames abour the mid- 
le of F.ryuary, and more ſuch In{ffuments are daily expect 
ed. They bear but ſeldom from England, except by means 
of Deſerters, whereof there are about Zo, bur not a Prote- 
ftant among them, It would not be very d fficulr to ſend to 
the King's Armies from Dublin, were it not for the Creats 
upon the Borders , who do more ftriftl'y examine than rhe 
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depends upon France, from whence rhey daily expect a Fteet 
of Ships, with Ammunition, Salr,B-andy, and'7000 Fuhaleers, 
snd inrend ro ſend az many of their New Lervies to be train- 
ed up under the Command of Major General Mackarty, who 
lefr his Honour at Innizkilivg. The Count de Lauzun is 
repo: ted ro command the French, and alſo ro be Ambatla- 
dor. Monſieur d' 4vaux is returning, and is to be (ent ro 
Negotiate Aﬀairs at Rome The French Fleer are certaiily 
expected in March. at which rime King James ſuppoſes to 
have 29:00 Men in readineſs to join them, and expect co be 
furniſhed with oo Sail of Shipping from France ; and give 
our, They have a great Party in England and Scotland ; 
whereof they were lately ſo much poſſeſſed, that ſeveral ap-. 
peared more vigorouſly for them :; and ſome are ſo vain, as 
toralk of Landing Forces in England, and have of late ſent 
one Thompſon, a Seaman who deſerted, and whoſe Friends 
live about Whitehaven, to bring them Intelligence, and, irs 
ſaid, two Lords with him, . Collonel Buchan and ſome 
S$co:ch Officers, are gone for Scotland with ſome money for 
Colionel Cannon, with as many Cloaths, Brogues and Men 
as can be ſtowed in a Pink of 140 Tuns; Their Defign is 
variouſly ſpoken of ar this Court, 'Tis ſaid, Thar there is 
an Aſſ>ciation in that Kingdom, and that they will riſe at 
the landing of thoſe Officers ; Thar the Party that are to 
riſe have all (worn allegiance to King Filiam ; but thar be- 
ing forced upon them, they do nor hold themſelves obliged 
to keep. Some of thoſe Officers talk as. if they would en- 
deavvur to raiſe rheir Friends ; which if they cannor effect, 
et ar then they will make their peace, for here they are nei- 
ther weli uſ:d, truſted, nor valued by the Natives; Ochers 
think this is done cnly to amuſe., Some words have been 
dropped as if K Piliam were not to live long, and that 
thereupon rhey ground their grearelt hopes for managing the 
nex! Campiizn. If they cannot have a great Party in Eng- 
land or Scotland, they wholly apply themſelves to a deten- 
five War, and do. ſuppoſe they cannot be diſturbed from 
the North till Forces land from England in ſome part of 
Munſter, whereof they are much afraid ; bur they hope the 
French will firſt be there. Ir is reported the French are to 
have the Towns of Cork , Kingſale, Waterford, Tougbal, 
Refs, &c and (> ſecure Munſter, that the Eng/:ſb ſhall have 
no place of ſhelter in that Province, before they be oblig'd ro 
befiege one cf thoſe Piaces z and they conceive that in one 
or two Siepes, the Summer may be ſpent: And while mart- 
ters are ſo managed in Munſter that K. 7. will with his 
Forces oppoſe the Armies from the Nortb , tho he will 
by all means avoid Fighting, and- apply all ro preſerve 
Dublin, which is no otherwiſe ſtrong than by whar Num- 
bers of Men will be rthereabouts, not Having as yer forti- 
fied it. And they alſo ſuſtain themſelves with rhis hope , 
Thar they ihal! be able ro preſerve themſelves next Sum- 
mer, and ro provide betrer for the following Winter; for 
that that there is a great abundance of Corn Sowed ; and, 
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hirherto, very many Catte!. And rho the Raperees have de- 
ftrozed raft Numbers, now great care is taken to preſerve 
what remain for when the Raperees had taken all che Prote- 
ſtances, they began to ſcize their own People, Bur the Go- 
vernment begins to be very ſevere with them ; and ro thar 
purpoſe have iſſued our CommilTions of Oyer and Termi- 
mer, whereby ſeveral of them have been Executed Bur ro 
ſuch as will change their courſe of Lite, and berake them- 
ſelves ro the Ariny, they are Pardoned. One difficulty 
they lie under, iz, to get Horſes for their Troops, and for 
Carriage ; whereof they have loft great Numbers by their 
ill U age and the Careleſneſs of rhe Men : bur they hope 
by rheſe ill conveniencies, all have leen, will make chem 
better Managers hereafrer. And care is taken to reach the 
New- raiſed Troopers how to take Care of their Horſes; and 
thoſe that prove negligent therein are ſevere'y puniſhed, 
They hare a conſiderable Number of Cattle and Sheep a- 
bour Galloway ; and in that Country there is Hay for 2 or 
3<o0 Horſe : and they might as weil have been provided in 
other Countries, had the like Care been uſed which was in 
that Country, which they are fully reſolved ro uſe next 
Summer, and ro provide well for the next Winrer. They 
do nor doubt, if they can prolong the War, that they will, 
eirher by means of ſome Revolucion, or upon the Conclu- 
fion of a general Peace in Europe, make good and advan- 
ragious Terms for themſelves. Bur, notwithſtanding all 
whereby they raiſe and preſerve their Hopes, there are few, 
even Papifts, that come out of Expgiand, but wiſh them- 
ſelves there again. 

It is not probable that K James can take the Field ti! 
Graſs is ſufficiently grown tor Forrage. His Forces are at 
preſent ſtrangely ſcattered, few Regiments having one h..1f 
their Compliment ; bur next Month their Prieſts and Ofi- 
cers will bring them in. They fear exceedingly the Eng/: 
Army gerting ioto the Field before them, and ſo become 
Maſters of Dublin thereby , and the help of Shipping : 
whereupon they would immediately cloſe all Northward 
and all the South, as far as Kylkenny. They are alſo very 
apprehenſive that Cork may be ſeized ; and have ſuſpeted 
that an Army was to Land at Broad-I/{md , which lies 
berween the Ciry and the Sea, and contains abour 7co0 A- 
cres, and to be enrred into only at one Place, and at low 
Water : And about the beginning of J1».uary , the Lord of 
Clare went thither, with about 150 Men, which they re- 
ported to be 7 or 8000. and fo ſecured all the Protettants 
in the Iſland, and ſeized their Church, and hath declared 
Thar if the Eng/iſþ Land, he will burn the Town, if he 
cannot keep ir. The ordinary Engliſh are reduced to very 
grear wants; whereof the Papilts make this advantage 
Thae they prevail with them to engage in their Service : 
and being once rhere, are hard ro be got our. The Gari- 
ſon of Droghedab is ill provided, having moſt of their Pro- 
viſions from Dublin ; thoſe of greateſt bulk by Water 
A difference berween Major General Mackurty and the Lord 
Clare, but removed; ſome Perſons have undertaken to ex- 
change the Commodiries of this Countty with the French 
for Military Neceſſaries ; bur this cannor yer be practiſed 
ſor want of Shipping. They imploy Gynſmirhs ar Killkenny 
where there is plenty of Coals. Notice was taken thar the 
Proreſtant Clergy did nor Pray for the Prince of BY es - 
there were Spies ſent into the Churches, but the Prote. 
ftan's having Notice, prevented. K Fumes hath given a 
Commiſion ro One:/, Governor of Dundas h, to hang, and 
rhe like : The Soldiers Plunder and commir great Diſor- 
ders inthe Market with the Bakers and Butchers: the lar» 
rer preſerving themſelves with their Knives © Monſieur 4 
Abeville hath wrote Gircular” Lecters ro Commiſſioners of 
Oyer and Terminer, to puniſh all Proteſtant Offenders : he 
is Chief Secretary of Srate, and one of the mott moder.: 'E 
Men among them. As for K. F:mezs, he only delights 0 
hear Father Haf Preach, who periwades him that all the 
Miracles of Sr. Patrick, St. Bridget, . *t. Columbe. fall ſhore 
of what his Miracles will be in fw'ure Apes, having per- 
formed ſo many Works of Supererogarion : an4l that Ireland 
will be truly sn/uls Sanforum, Which it was of Old. | 
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
